President Nixon today asked the 
Senate to kill legislation that would 
give 
him 
sweeping 
emergency 
powers to deal with the energy crisis 
and to draft a new bill without a 
section that would curb windfall 
profits to the oil industry. 


In a letter to Senate Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott, Nixon said it 
would be “ most unfortunate” for 
Congress to pass the compromise 
version worked out by House-Senate 
negotiators. 


The Senate was to vote at 4 p. m. 
EDT on a motion to return the bill to 
conference. If that fails, the Senate 
would vote on the compromise bill. 


“ The time and opportunity now 
exist for refining this legislation 
which was so hastily put together 
during the closing days of the last 
session,” Nixon said 
“ We have been able to make do 
without emergency legislation thus 
far, and I urge you and your 
colleagues to take the additional 
time required for developing a truly 
responsible product.” 
Specifically, 
Nixon called for 
eliminating 
the 
sections 
which 
create a federal Energy Emergency 
Administration; a section which 
would curb windfall profits; and a 
section dealing with unemployment 
which might be generated by the 
energy crisis.

The Santa Barbara County Board 
of Supervisors, who by a 4-1 vote 
gave themselves a generous pay 
boost of 69 per cent to $24,000 a year 
last December, apparently 
will 
suffer the ignominy of returning to 
the $14,224 former salary next week. 
Proclaiming that the “ people 
have had the last word” in the pay 
controversy, the Committee for 
Integrity in County Government on 
Monday filed referendum petitions 
containing twice the number needed 
to roll back the pay boost. 
The supervisors then voted 4-1 
against immediate repeal of the 
salary ordinance, and requested the 
county election bureau to determine 


if the referendum petitions qualify. 
This is expected to take place next 
Monday, 
the 
day 
when 
the 
supervisors higher pay figure was to 
have become effective. 


The committee filed petitions 
with 16,615 names of voters Monday, 
and apparently have other petitions 
to file later in the week, including 
Lompoc area petitions with names 
of at least 3,300 persons. 


Santa Maria insurance salesman 
Julius Kautze, headed a group 
obtaining 5,559 signatures in the 
Santa Maria area. 
Committee spokesmen indicated 
that the number of signers might 
reach as high as 24,000 by deadline 
time Thursday at 5 p.m.

The petitions can qualify when the 
signatures of 8,573

Settling down is taking time for Alan 
Davidson. Lompoc’s legal mentor of one 
month, who still goes home at night to a 16- 
foot trailer stuffed with everything but a 
wife and kids and smelling of beans and 
tortillas. 
But, though perhaps off to just a tolerant 
start, the new city attorney’s love affair 
with the area seems destined to be a long 
runner. 
“ I ’m absolutely delighted 
with the 
place,” Davidson extolls, pausing to get the 
criks out of his neck. “ It gets better every 
day.” 
The former Fresno city attorney 's trailer 
is backed up against the wall of a Mexican 
restaurant on the east side and stuffed with 
clothing and other items destined for the 
Davidson’s future Locust and C Street 
home, hopefully in March or April 
“ It’s small, but you can handle it, or two 
people can handle it for the weekend or 
something,” he gauges. 
But Davidson’s wife, Sue. who works as a 
laboratory technician in Fresno, has been 
able to come to Lompoc only once, early 
this month Davidson has been here since 
December.

Gunmen kill

A fifth victim survived a 
bullet wound, and police

“ I’ve never heard of such 
senseless, unprovoked and 
vicious killings,” said Chief 
of 
Inspectors 
Charles 
Barca. 
All the victims were shot 
with 
.32 caliber bullets, 
which came from two and 
possibly 
three 
weapons, 
Barca said 
“ We tend to 
believe last night’s crime 
was committed by two or 
more men. They are black, 
5-6 to6-2 feet tall.” 
There was no apparent 
motive in the shootings. 
Barca said “ the possibility 
certainly exists” that they 
were carried out by an 
organized group. “ But there 
is no hard nor soft evidence 
to support that theory.” 
The 
manhunt 
for 
the 
killers was code named 
“ Operation Zebra” and it 
was described by police as 
the “ largest manhunt in San 
Francisco history.”

in the Mississippi Delta.

Hundreds of other Israeli 
trucks

tanks 
had 
rumbled eastward across 
the canal Monday toward 
what they have dubbed the 
Kissinger Line in the Sinai 
Desert, 
about 
13 
miles 
behind the canal in the first 
phase of their withdrawal 
from Egypt. 
Maj. 
Gen 
Hassan El 
Greitly, the Egyptian army 
chief of operations, said in a 
speech in Cairo Monday the 
Israeli pullback came as a 
result of Egyptian military 
pressure.

continue until all occupied 
Arab territories have been 
liberated,” 
he 
told 
a 
meeting of a women’s club. 
“ The battle does not end at 
the Suez Canal ” 
One 
group of

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Committee approves change 
of design in park building 


Since the drawing was published late last year, there has 
been a change in the design of the projected senior citizens 
center at Ryon Park 


Last week the city council appointed study committee 
passed a motion to recommend aflat-roofed, heavy-beamed 
building, one of two building concepts designed by Santa 
Barbara Architect Richard Taylor 


The recommended design (concept B> will cost $2,800 
more than concept A which was depicted in the Record 
recently 


Concept B was favored because it allows for building 
additions and enlargements and appears more fitting in a 
park, according to committee secretary and parks and 
recreation director Jack Anderson. 


The committee is comprised of five members: chairman 


and city councilman Sol Lefkowitz, Billie Hall, Gertrude 
Lehman, Joe Valencia, and George Johnson, besides 
Anderson. 


The motion also included to recommend to the city 
council that the city contract Taylor to make working 
drawings of concept B and that the inclusion of outside 
facilities (such as a croquet court, horse shoe pit, masonry 
wall) be delayed until a later date 


Anderson said the committee wants to hold down the 
project’s cost to under $100,000. 


Taylor would charge $6,000 for designing the building, 
entrance walks, underground utilities, grading, stub-outs 
for outdoor lighting, and plantings adjoining the building; 
and would furnish construction inspection services for a 
fixed fee of $1,000 or on an hourly basis of $35 per hour.

America today who treats black 
players better than Jerry,” said Art 
“ Sleepy” Montgomery, “ I d have to 
see him. 
“ This man is totally dedicated and 
totally concerned about his players’ 
welfare He will go to bat for any of 
them. He is not out to exploit 
anybody.” 
Montgomery, a black, has nothing 
to gain from coming to Tarkanian’s 
defense In fact, he has something to 
lose. 
He is on the faculty at Cal State 
Long Beach, which was placed on 
NCAA probation this month for a 
minimum of three years. 
A 
super 
duper 
recruiter— 
particularly of black athletes— who 
left Long Beach after five years to 
go to Nevada-Las Vegas this season, 
Tarkanian has been labeled as a 
cheater by the NCAA. 
Montgomery, 25, played on the 
firft two Tarkanian-coached clubs at 
Long Beach —1969 and ‘70. He’s 
been on the faculty at the school —in 
the black studies department — the 
past four years. 
“ I think I could qualify as a 
spokesman for the blacks who 
played for Jerry,” said the 6-4 Vfc 
former Centennial High School of 
Los Angeles and Compton (Calif.) 
College athlete. 
“ Hell, he’s supposed to have done 
this and he’s supposed to have done 
that. That’s very ironic because he 
happens to be a very ethical and 
moral man.

How about judo or jiu jitsu? 
Is karate what you need?

Do you feel a twinge of jealousy when you hear 
one karate guy ask another: “ Broke any good 
bricks lately?” 
Do you feel vaguely uneasy when you accidently 
crash your Volkswagen into a large gravel truck 
driven by a guy who bears a marked resemblance 
to Bluto in the “ Popeye” cartoon series? 
Have you ever thought you might look sexy 
wearing one of those white judo or karate outfits 
(called a “ gi” )? 
Do you feel threatened when a junior high kid 
wearing a leather jacket blows smoke in your 
girlfriend's face in the drive-in movie snack bar? 
If you answered yes to any of the above 
questions, or even if you didn't, you may want to 
read further to discover how you can develop a 
new — or at least remodeled — and more confident 
body and personality in a few short hours a week in 
the semi-privacy of your own dojo (practice hall). 


If your TV has been on the fritz lately and you 
haven't done much magazine reading, you may be 
unaware that the martial arts—kung fu. karate and 
all those other Oriental arts that sound like after­ 
shave lotion brand names—are sweeping the 
nation. 
The Lompoc Valley is no exception. Lessons are 
offered locally, at nominal fees, in karate, judo, 
and jiu jitsu. Some 125 Lompoc residents (not 
counting the base) are in training right now, with 


the influx of students generally exceeding the drop­ 
out rate. 
If you've been wanting to know more about the 
martial arts but have been afraid to ask (another 
indication of your lack of self-confidence), consider 
this article a brief introduction to the ancient 
eastern methods of self-defense. We ll get into the 
differences and nuances of the individual arts, as 
well as what Lompoc has to offer, tomorrow 
First off, forget about taking lessons if your goal 
is to go around taking random dental impressions 
with the side of your foot Think about it : have you 
ever seen Kane (TV’s Kung Fu) pick a fight? He 
epitomizes the martial arts ideal, as outlined by 
Ron Johnson, local head judo instructor, who says: 
“ We want our students to have the confidence to 
walk away from a fight without feeling ashamed. 
Most westerners don’t understand what the sport is 
all about. They think they're going to go out and 
whip the bully down the street, and it doesn't work 
that way. Anyone who uses judo outside our 
club—except to protect someone or when backed 
into a corner— is suspended/' 
In other words, if the neighborhood bully gets 
tough, you’ll still run, but only because you don t 
want to hurt him. And, if you're a slow runner, a 
little martial arts training is nicer to have than 
piano lessons.

No move, good move 


The State Board of Equalization recently 
released an evaluation report of the 
County Assessor’s office of Santa Barbara 
County and, in the whole, praised County 
Assessor 
William 
H. 
Cook 
for 
his 
assessment operations with a couple of 
exceptions. 


We were particularly happy to hear our 
assessor 
state 
last 
week 
that 
one 
recommendation of the State Board of 
Equalization will not be implemented. The 
State body had recommended that the 
assessor move the real property appraisal 
records from Lompoc and Solvang offices 
to the Santa Maria location. 


Cook says he will maintain the Lompoc 
operations as it has been for years. He 
says he will also maintain his twice 
monthly visits to the area to oversee the

operation and to make himself available to 
the public. 
Moving of assessment operations from 
Lompoc would have highly inconvenienced 
property owners, real estate businesses 
ana others. The State claims that the move 
would 
have 
improved 
administrative 
control, helped avoid clerical errors and 
eliminated record duplication. However, 
convenient service to the public is highly 
essential and we commend the assessor 
for this viewpoint. 
Cook is relatively new at the assessor s 
job. Many of the deficiencies noted in the 
State’s report were inherited and he is 
moving fast to correct them. The job is a 
thankless one, open to much criticism, but 
it is apparent that Cook intends to keep 
open lines of communication between the 
public and his office which will go a long 
ways toward the avoidance of criticism.

important is the impact of it, rather 
than exactly the words spoken. It is 
the impact of television journalism, 
and there isn’t anyone in the United 


States who denies its importance, 
primarily in establishing a public 
mood It is, by the requirements of 
the medium, anti-thought. It is at 


the service of those who express 
readily communicable attitudes and 
emotions: indignation, despair, joy, 
skepticism, hatred. In the colloquy 


in question we have a politician 
saying the obvious things, but those 
things that he was saying stir the 
resentments, latent and matured, of 


everyone who regrets a) paying 
more for gas or fuel; or b) finding it 
hard to get gas or fuel. Roughly 
speaking, everybody. By contrast 
the oil executive is speaking about 
such 
abstractions 
as 
demand, 
supply, costs, controls, allocations: 
so that the anchor man gives him 
very short shift. Who cares to 


waste valuable network time to 
explain the causes of unpleasant 
economic developments? 
What 
can 
one 
as sume 
a 
responsible oil executive could say, 
should Walter Cronkite vouchsafe 
him — say one whole minute, to 
re pl y 
to 
the 
R e p u b l i c a n 
Congressman? 
It isn’t easy. Really, it isn’t easy, 
and it is one of the exasperating 
things about television that it is 
expected that you should be able to 
say 
things 
no 
m atter 
how 
complicated, in seconds of time. I 
was once asked, when running for 
mayor of New York, to explain my 
position on rent controls — “You 
have thirty seconds, Mr. Buckley.” 
“In thirty seconds,” I said — icily, I 
hope — “I cannot explain my 
position on rent controls.” So it is on 
the 7 o’clock news. Particularly in 
a n swe r in g 
s o m e o n e 
whose 
formulations, 
like 
Congressman 
Whatshisname’s, 
are 
arrantly 
demagogic. 


What is there to say? About 
profits, for instance? Well, you can 
say that the oil industry last year 
ranked seventh out of ten as a profit 
maker, among the major industries 
in America. You can try to put the 
thing in perspective by pointing out 
that Mobil Oil made slightly less 
than two cents profit per gallon of 
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A ll right, boys and girls, get out your ele ctronic

gas last year, so that if all the 
profits were removed, it wouldn’t 
substantially affect the price of oil 
and fuel. You might point out that 
the New York City subways, which 
threaten a sixty cent fare, up 400 per 
cent over 1965, make no profits at 
all, because they are municipalized, 
which by the way is one of the 
reasons why fares have risen in 
price at many times the rate of 
gasoline. You can point out that the 
tax alone paid on gasoline is many 
times as high as the profit made by 
the producers. You can explain that 
matters are demonstrably worse 
now than they might have been 
precisely 
because 
thoughtless 
Congressmen 
egged 
on 
the 
President to institute wage and 
price controls and generally to 
screw things up. 
But in the last analysis you need to 
count on the viewer’s knowledge of 
some 
of 
the 
basic 
axioms 
of 
economics, 
about 
supply 
and 
demand, and resource allocation, 
and the function of price rises. 
These, alas, are hard to grasp. 
Harder still to grasp is the cynical 
exploitation 
of 
ignorance 
by 
demagogic congressmen. A society 
that tolerates demagogy is unlikely 
to penetrate economics. A pity. And 
a pity that such as Mr. Cronkite do 
not even attempt to mediate.

Water anywhere? 


The public workshop on water 
questions scheduled Saturday 
in 
Veterans Memorial Building, could 
be one of the most important 
gatherings of its kind in recent 
years. 
Sponsored and organized by the 
American Association of University 
Women 
(AAUW), 
the workshop brings 
t o g e t h e r 
w a t e r 
rights 
attorney 
Stanley C. Hatch, A1 
Thompson, 
water 
superintendent 
for 
the City of Lompoc; 
and 
N o r m a n 
Caldwell, 
county 
director of public 
works. 
As legal counsel for the Santa 
Ynez 
River Water Conservation 
District, Hatch has locked horns 
with the Bureau of Reclamation, 
stood his ground in the face of 
formidable pressure 
from south 
coast water entities; and enroute to 
all this, has amassed a uniquely 
comprehensive 
view 
on 
water 
questions 
facing 
Santa 
Barbara 
County. 
When this reporter told Hatch in 
answer to his question that people in 
the Lompoc Valley area might want 


to get a birds eye view of where we 


stand now in terms of water and 


where we’re going in the future, 
Hatch replied, “Kind of a basic 
course in water.” He said it with 
just 
that 
trace 
of 
humor, 
his 
associates have come to expect. 
The workshop comes at a time 
when 
people 
and 
governmental 
entities downstream from Cachuma 
must prepare as decision in concert 
with the rest of the county, on such 
thorny problems as, if and when to 
ask for delivery of state project 


water, and for what quantities. 
Still to be decided also is whether 
to have a county-wide ad valorem 
tax to help pay for supplemental 
water; whether to submit to the 
proposal of the south county for 
conjunctive of use of water supplies 
at Cachuma; what route to choose 
for the transmission of state water 
if that is the way the county goes 
(coastal aqueduct jointly with San 
Luis Obispo County; or via Lake 
Casitas and a pipeline up the coast); 
and where to store the state project 
water 
if 
the 
county 
asks 
for 
delivery.

By virtue of 
acquiring about 50 members, give or 
take a few, the newly organized 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
(LFT) qualified for one seat on the 
nine-member CEC, negotiating body 
for teachers. The other eight seats 
go 
to 
the 
Lompoc 
Education 
Association 
(LEA),

representative of teachers and until 
now their sole representative. Some 
weeks 
ago 
LFT 
announced 
its 


personal salary and fringe benefit 
demands for about 34 per cent 
increase. The lone LFT member on 
the CEC, and the organization he 
represents 
have 
chafed 
with 
impatience for LEA to come up with 
that organization’s annual list of 
salary demands so the two proposals 
could be reconciled, thus leading to 
submission of a CEC salary proposal 
to school board representatives. The 
LFT in other words wants to get the 
show on the road. Actually it is just 
about that time of year when the 
LEA in the past has come up with its 
annual proposal. Maybe it’s a little 
early, but not much. 
Lompoc Unified School District 
has an annual budget of between $12 
million and $13 million much of it 
for salaries; and a teacher work 
force of about 500-plus teachers
